Reclamation of Alkali Soils, 


From the 8. F. Bulletin | 


One of the most important applica- 
tions of science to agriculture has 
lately been made by Professor E. W. 
Hilgard of the State University. We 
refer to the reclamation of alkali soils 
by the use of gypsum, cr common 
landplaster, as it is generally called. 
—— Gi has analyzed sam- 
ples of this isoil from several sec- 
tions of the State, and finds that all 
contain the same in ients, the only 
difference being in relative propor- 
tion of quality of such ingredients. 
These ingredients are carbonate of 
rae emp ge — sodium 

ber's salt), ¢hiroide of sodium 
common salt) and hydric phosphate 
of sodium, the latter being the smal- 
lest ingredicnt in their composition. 
There ure large quantities of alkali 
soils in the State, and a great portion 
are sv imp ted with alkali as to 
be almost worthless, their only natur- 
al product being asalt grass of little 
value, and entirely worthless weeds. 
Many of our best grain farms in al- 
most every county in the State have 
many acres of this kind of soil that 
will not produce anything under culti- 
vation, and being in spots, surrounded 
with good soil, cannot well be left un- 
cultivated, so that farmers plow and 
sow them annually, or biennially, at 
great cost of labor and seed, and get 
nothing for their labor and seed. Thus 
the protits of cultivating the good soil 
are eaten up and agriculture generally 
rendered less remunerative. There 
are also large quantities of alkali soil 
along nearly all the river bottoms, so 
much impregnated that they are al- 
most worthless for any purpose. 
Those most strongly impregnated. will 
produce absolutely nothing. Seed 
sown on the worst of these soils will 
will not even germinate, while on 
those — . alkali seed will 
germinate under favorable circum- 
stances, but will produce nothing, or 
next te nothing. It has been 
said that sugar beets would grow 
on them, and that

— the alkali would be extracted, 
ut we have yet to learn of a single 
instance where this plan of reclama- 
tion has been successful. Perdaps 
lfa will do better on alkali soils, if 

ot to strong in alkali, than any other 
oulit vated crop or grass, but even al- 
falfa will not grow where alkali abounds 


in any considerable quantity, except 


when sown under the mest: favorable 
circumstances, and it is almost impos- 
sible for the farmer to discover what 
those circumstances are. It has been 
discovered that flooding the lands con- 
taining’alkali, particularly when the 
waters deposit sediment from the 
mountains, greatly improve them. 
This improvement, we presume, how- 
ever, to be only temporary, the water 
washing some of the alkali from the 
surface, and the sediment simply re- 
ducing its proportionate quantity for 
a season. 1 

Auding common barnyard manure 
to such soils has but little if any effect 
on them, as they (as shown by Profes- 
sor Hilgard’s analysis,) already contain 
a large percen of phosphates, but 
so combined with other ingedients that 
they cannot operate im favor of pro- 
duction. Cultivation and exposure 
to the sun and air seems to ameliorate 
their condition somewhat, but only 
mechanically, for a rainy season packs 
thein —= as solid and compact as 
ever. What they require isa chemi- 
cal operation that shall neutralize or 
change the combination ofsoda to ren- 
der it harmless to plant growth. This 
the application of gypsum acts upon 
alkali soil to produce reclamation, we 
quote from Professor Hilgard himself: 

1. It will convert the corrosive sal 
soda into inert Glauber's salt, thus re- 
moving the injury now done to grow- 
ing plants. 

2. It will remove the tendency af 
the soil to a pudding or tamping, not 
only by the removal of the soda, but 

tively by substituting therefor the 
ntrary action of all lime salts, of 
which gypsum is one. 

3. It will fix in the soil so reclaimed 
that important i ient, the soluble 
phosphate, which would be leached 
out, with damaging results to the soil’s 


le results and re-

The demand will very readily produce 
the supply. The importance and prac- 
tical value of this application can 
hardly be over estimated. It wil- 
very ly increase the productive 
area, greatly augment the produo- 
tion of the present acreage cultivated.

Bill to Promote the Deposit 
of Savings and Refunding 
the National Debt. 


Wasnrnoron, March 13th. 
bill introduced by Senator Gordon to- 
day, to promote the deposit of savings 
and the refunding of the national 
debt, prevides for the issue of a new 
keries of Coupon bonds, in the denom- 
jnations of $20, $50, $100, $500 and 
$1,000, bearing 3 per cent interest, 
payable at the option of the United 
States, either at the end of twenty 
years or they may be renewed for a 
further twenty years, Payment at 
either Gate is to be made in the coin 
of the then legal standard. In order 
to facilitate exchange on demand of 
these bonds the $10,000,000 Treasury 
hotes, made aspecial fund by a joint 
resolution at the first session of the 
Forty-fourth Congress are. to be ge:
